ficulty of all externall lees. Conſtancie accor- 
ding to'the'morall Philoſophers, is a firme 
Raiednes of courage, perſeuering intharwhich 
is propoſed, TheLion isvſteemed to /havepre- 
heminencein ſtrength aboucall beaſts;rovvho 
Nature hath fo framed thenecke; thatir cannor 
bow neither toone[idenortganorhet;bucby 
conſtraintis alwajes carried ſtraiphrand Rtiffe. 
_ Ttis vvritten of the Elephant, that ir hath-no 

iointin hisleos, ſo that hee cannot bow them 
any way « The Cipreſle tree abouc all others,

The ſixr cauſe is Contempt: & thathappe- 
nedewtaen as {ome Citizens are diſpiſed, and 
exciaie from offices and pubic charges, 
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The Mirfowr of Policie. 
andvvhen asin a city dignities are not beſtos 
wed indifferencly,for the they vyhichare con- 
temned, do mutiny andriſe againſt thoſe who 
haue the politicke gauernment 3: and by that. 
meanes the Eſtateis changed, as appeareth by 
the example of Thebes, andof Megara,vvhen 
they vyere ouercomerhrough the euil gouern- 
ment of the checfe rulers and Magiſtrates. So 
the likechappened to'the Common-yveale of 
Siracuſa,before that Gelovſurped Tyranny ouer 
them: the like alſo did befallche Rhodians. The 
| Venetians take good order to remedy this in- 
conuenience: For albeicthat the common ſort

crime,butvery honeft men. For the only ſuſpi- 
tion that they might aſpire vntothe Tirannie, 
cauſed themto be baniſhed. Thraſibulnus Duke 
of the Athenians;ſeeing ſome Citizens in his 
Common-yveale to ſurpaſle others in riches 
and fauour, and fearing as itfalleth out manie 
times,that it might be ſome cauſefor them the 
rather to attempt che yſurpation of Tirannie, 
heſenta meſſenger yntothe Philoſopher Peri-

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2es of Greece)to askehis counſel and aduiſe 
i a doubtfull matter:? 
meſſenger, of Thraſibulurint

The eight cauſe is Shame,and that happens 
when asvvithoutanie tumult or ſedition, the 
Citizens by a commoen/conſent do changerthe 
ancient forme of gouernment by ſome {hame- 
tull euillyyhich is happened vnto them, hoping 
thereby to reform it,as for example: If in a C- 
monyvealethe cuſtome yyeretochuſe officers 
by election,and thatit ſo fell our,thatthrough 
the ambition,fauour,andeouctouſnes of ſome 
few Citizens, ſuch vyere choſen to beare rule, 
as vyereynyyorthie, and not capable of ſuch 
dignity;and for very ſhamethereof, the Citti- 
zensſhould makedecreesandorders, 'that af- 


terwardsthe Magiſtratesſhould be choſenby 
lot notby clefion 


,nowſuchchioe ſhould 
proceed fromtfhame.Inlike manner{hamewas 
the caule of the alrertarionofthe Comonyveale 
of the [ewes in the time of Saxzwel, his ſonne. 
falling from theyerrue and- integrity of his fa- 
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manof admirable holineſle) the peopledeter- 
mined by acommon conſent; to chaunge the 
forme of their Commonyveale,thatin ſtead of 
Iudges they might haue Kings , vvhich yas 
graunted them by Samuel, and by the com- 
mandement of G OD Saul: yvas annointed 
the firſt king of the Iewes z as appeareth'in 
theeight.chaprer of the fult booke of kings, 
Thelikemutation happened in che Common- 
yeale of Herea, vvhere they vyere yyoont to 
create their Magiſtrates by election , vvhich 
vwhen they ſaw was done by fauour, andthat 
the moſt vyaworthie yvere choſen, as it vyere 
viith ſhame, they chaunged theirelecioninto 
Lots.

eneth yyhen as the citizens areſo negligent, 
nat they let them have the gouernment of the 
ty,vvho loue not the preſent State: and fo it 
eth out oftentimes, thatyyhen ſuch ſee the- 
ſelues placed inſupremedignitie and authori- 
tie,they take boldneſſeypon themto chaunge 
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the politicke gouernmentinto thar forme that 
is moſt pleaſing vnto-them.,, and ſortable to 
their afeions: vvhichvyas brought to. paſſe 
in the commonweale of the Hereans, vvyhich 
was gouerned by the power of a few. But whe 
as Heracleodorus was choſen their Magiſtrate, 
hegaue the attempt,and chaunged their aun- 
cientpoliricke eſtate fromthe powerof a few, 
toa Popular gouernment, 


\ Small occaſions. 


The tenth cauſe is Small occaſions, and that 
happeneth wehen either by diſſembling , ' or 
otherwiſe, ſome ſmall thing is raken either fr6 
theLaw,or fromthe policicke State. The com- 
mon Prouetbe is, That from one ſmall thing 
we cometo another,and many alittle, make a 
oreat , andfo by lictle and lirrle the authority 
of the State,or of the law is diminifhed$which 
they durſt not haue done altogether, leaſt it 
ſhould beamarrer too enjdenit:as for exampl 
thereare ſome, whoif you gjuetherii/an the!

led captiue, Toconclude this Commentarie, 
we will fay that ſedition of thepeople, is the 
moſt extreame of all others, anddoth ſooneſt.

Nowin as muchas we ought to cure diſca- 
{es by their oppoſite remedies, it behoouethys 
now to come yntothe rwelue remedies which 
do contradict the former cauſes , and arealet 
and hinderanceto ſeditions, & the ouerthrow 
of ſtates,as may appeare by the treeand Com- 
mencaries following.

aſpire to higher degreesof honour then their 
capacity vyil beare: Whereinis tobe noted, thac 
euery onein hiscalling oughtto confiderwhat 
he is able to doe. Horacein his Artof Poetrie, 
exhorteth Poets not toyndertake any vyorke + 
aboue thereach of their yaderftanding, which 
exhortation ought tofſtretch toal ſorts of peo- 
ple.

- Thethird remedie is the obſcruing of Iu- 
ſice,and the ſeueritie thereof. For of necelsity 
in cuery Commonweale, itbchooueth for the 
well APA, Paget (according ynto the 
doctrine of Solon) to puniſh the wicked, and. 
reward the good, expell and vtterly root out 

vices, honour and recompencevertue . The 

wicked are punifhed,tothe end;,rhat innocen- 
cie may be preſerued berweene good men : 
Godddiing arerewarded, to the end, thatthe

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them,to theexerciſe of yertue,yyhich both the 
Grecians and the Romanes likewiſe diligently 
obſerued, crecting publickely co the yiew of 
ofvertuous men.

declining Eftateof che/Empire, which 
1ntchertime of earcadiurand Honorivs.Andone 
of the reaſonsthereof was, that in the begin- 
ning of the primitive church many Chriſtians 
that yycre men of authority, inZealto the faith, 
cauſed many auncient Images at Rometo be 
beaten downe as Relickes of the ancient Ido- 
latric of the Heathens,and did forbid the erec- 
ting of anieother , And from that timetheyſe 
of Eſcuchons and Armory vvas found out,as 
ayvitneſle of their ures bs yertue,yyhich 
«mong(tthe Chriſtian ity yyewſe euenar 
this day ; inriching their ſhields yvich mercals 
andcombers;blafoning'the according to that 
vvhichthey containe, And as learned*Bual re- 
citeth,the Armoriesvveyſeat this preſent, ſuc- 
ceededthe auncientlmages, albeit they vyere 
farre more magnificent , and ſhewed greater 


- vvorkmanſhip then our Eſcuchons,vvhich vye 
vic asan honour and reyyardof yertue. Noyv 


vve ought not only to yſe ſcuerity of Juſtice 


_ againſtluch citizens as offend, bur euZ againſt 
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The Mitrony of Polrcies 
the Magiltrars cheſelues,yvhe they abuſe their 
eltate and dignity. For wht they perceiuethe 
Magiſtrates chEſelues when an offend,to be 
rigorouſly puniſhed fortheir offences, as pri- 
uate perſons, they indure their own puniſhmet 
with patience. And this ought welto be waigh- 
ed.thatas ina mans face alittle mole or wart is 
more apparemtthen a great skarinchebody,fo

in Princes and Magiſtrats, then greac faults in 


men of meaneeſtate, 


Speedy pwuſhment of offenders. 
The fourth remedy is,Speedy puniſhmetof 
offenders without 3k 1 ufc chat for 
their wickednes & milcheefe they are daily ap- 
vichtdediertau hiker wicrclits arebroup 
againſt che face to face, that they aretormtred, 
codeinned,& according to their demerites ex- 
ecured(ifbefore the executio through rhe neg- 
lipence of Magiſtrars they have any time & re- 
ſpit)tbinking to ſaue their lives and eſcape pu- 
niſhment(wherynto their conſcience condem- 
neth them asguilty)they moue ſedicion m.the 
Commonnmweale ; & as men diſpairing of their 
liues,they do theirbeſt ro fatte theſelues: which 
theycouldneuerattempr,if aftertheir code:

| The fifrremedy is Medioctity of the goods 
of the Citizens:according vnto the yyhich, we 
ought to haue regard ynto euery mans calling, 
whereby orderought tobe taken, that there be 
no excelle, or ouermuch exceeding in power, 
or riches . And if it happen that any ſubiect 
cometoſuch ouergreat fauour,credite, power, 
of riches, that he may therby acrempt the yſur- 
pationof Tyrannie inthe Commonweale ; he 
ought betimes to be banifhed , and by that 
 meanesthepublickeliberty ſhal be preſerued, 
all exceſſe being taken away.

tered the ſtate, yvhich from the depoſing of 
their kings ntil chen, had bene Ariſtocraticall.

In 
the Spartane Commonyveale they had certain 
ſet Officers named Harmoſyns, who had in 
charge to punilh the inſolencie of yyomen, SC 
toſuppreſſe theirarrogance and pride,Butthe | 
Romanes could neuer boalt of fuchan inuenti- 
on:For Plato long before had eſtabliſhed it, as 
appeareth inthe eleuenth dialogue of hislaws. 
Before | end this preſenc diſcourſe, itwillnot 
be amiſſe'to make mention of this old queſti- 
on, ſo often argued among the Philoſophers, 
both Greekes and Latines,andas yet left vnre- 
ſolued and determined : The queſtion is this, 
Whetheric bemeet a wile miſhould mary.The- 
opbraſiu(eAriftotles daughters ſon)agreatPhi- 
lolopher,did long ſince profoundly argue this 
queſtionin his bookeot Mariage, yvherotby 
the iniquitie of time vyceare deprived, Some 
held opinion, that to.marrie yyas commenda- 
ble:others tothe contrarie.Thales the Milefian, 
one of theſeuen Sages of Creece by antiqui- 
tie of ſpeech,wentabout co proue, that ityyas

youth, being asked why he married not, hean- 
{wered, Becauſe it was too ſoone, and:thatit 
old, 
and: 
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"he Mirror of Policte, 
and asked the ſame queſtion, he anfwered;thar 
ic was too Jate,and that the time was paſt; Thus 
did keen theſe vyords couertly gjue rovnder- 
ſtand, that ic vyas not meet for a yviſe man to 
marrie, For albeit the name of a Husband bee 
both ſweerand honourable, yet(yvho ſoliſt ro

Had not barrenneſſebenreproo- 
ned;the barrenmarcied; had not by Moyſeslaw 
ben put fromthe Aulcar, neither their offrings 
refuled:as among others, yye may read of Joa- 
chim,the Father of the Virgin -Marre.But vvhy 
vverethey putbacke? Becauſe they lefr not a 
{urujuer of their race,& vyeretherfore reputed 
; as ynprofitable, bringing no increaſe to their 
Commonyeale, Racheland Leab, yyhen they 
could not conceiue,ſuppoſed that God had di- 
{piled them . With yyhat- a feruent deſire did 
Rachelentreat her ſiſter Leah to giue her of the 
Maadragoras that her lonne Raben had brought 
fromthe fields,as vveening bythein to recouer 
the fruic of conception? Albeir Saint eAugu- 
ſtine teſtifieth,thac he neuer readin any dk 
that had vvricten of the nature and force of 
plants , that. Mandra oras had the VETreue to 
make the barren fruittall, yerdooth the cold- 
neſſe thereof reduceinto temper the exceſsiue 
heat of the matrixe, yyhich breedeth barren- 
neſle,by burning the mansſeed therein. Again, 
theLawes of the Iewes had marriage in fuch 
reuerence, that theneyy married man yyas ex- 
empt and free from cheyyarres for the fir{t year 
of his mariage,that ſo he might haue oneyvhole 
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yeare toſpott him, and to tend to generation, 
and withoutinterruption to be merrie vvith his 
vvife. But good God,vyho can defend a Com- 
monvyeale yvithout Armes ? If mankind fai- 
tech, vyho ſhallbeare armes ? If that vvhich by 
_ deathdoth of neceſsiric grow to an end, vyere 
not by generation ſupplied, how could man- 
kind continue ? The Lawes of the Romanes 
(vyho to all Nations vyere a patterne of yer- 
cue) did rigorouſly puniſhſach as vyouldnot 
marrie, forbidding them all publicke Offices, 
and diſprading-themfrom all ſuch as they had 
alreadie obtained. 'Beſides, the rather to in- 
uite them' to matriage, and conſequently to 
generation, they oaue priuiledges to ſuch as 
had manie childret,and he cthathad moſt chil- 
_ dren,hadthegreateft aduantage, and was ſoo- 
neſt pteferred to publick office and honor. The 
rigor of theſaid lawsthat chus puniſhed ſuch as 
liuvedin cotinency, were in fauor of the Chriſti 
anlaw, moderatedby /onſtantinerhe Romane 
Emperor.Long before theſaid Conftantine pAu- 
- Fguftusr{zfarbeing CenforatRome,did by his 
| anthoricycauſe aninquilitionto be takeagainſt 
a Romane knight, who (contrary to the law) 
would not mary, ſhould haue ben puniſhed, 
had he not proued himfelfe facher ofthcee chil- 
dre. {pianthe Lawgiuer ſaith, That this was = 
| .- caule 
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cauſethat womens dowries had ſuch priuileges 
neither was there any other reaſon for it, but on- 
ly che benefit thatall Comonyeales do reapof 
maziage:He that had three children,ſhould ne- 
ver be forced to any Jegation, orpublicke em- 
baſlage: He that had fiue,was free fi all perſo- 
pall charge,asan auncient tutor + Hee that had 
thirteene,was free fromall charge, Not without 
caule the haue all Lawgiuers; Monarks,& Prin- 
ces,{0 highly fayored married men,& ſpecially 
{uchas haue repleniſhed their-cities with many 
childre.But towhat purpoſe do weſtand vpon 
the examples of formerages, ſich we haue both 
new & freſh in memory. Raphael Yolaterarin his 
Phitologie reportech,that at Florence, .cuen-at 
this day he thatis father of twelue children,male 
or female, preſently vpS the birth of the rwelfth, 
is freeandexempt fromall taxe,/ impolt, lone, 
orfubſidy. Ifthere benogreater good,neither 
any fclicity more to bedeſired thEimmorealicy, 
the ſame doth che propagation of our family,by: 
continuation of kind (which nature denierh ys 
in ſingle life)bring vato. vs,and thereby we arc 
made immortal: wherefote we may hereof fully 
conclude,thatto man or womithere can befal. 
no greater felicity inthis/world, then to leaue 
iſſue. , whereby to teſtifie to the poſterity, 
that they haue beene in the yyorld ,. where:

Euery vviſc husband therefore mult takeheed 
that he inturenot his yvife, neither vſc her hard- 
Iy;By too much ſtraining,the Eele oftentimes 
capeth away. Vliſſes{oyvellintreated -hisvvite 
Penelope, thatthereuponſhe kept vnto him 
her plighted faich during his long abfencegnot- 
withſtanding ſhe had manyoccafions to haue 
deale otherwiſe . The like law may likewiſe 
-takeplace concerning ſeruants, male or female,

Thehearthvyas de- 
dicated and facred tothe goddeſle Veſta,vvho 
had her holy place yyherethe cheefe fire of the 
houſe vyas made. If then yve be forbidden to 
vleviolence' to. our enemie that fliech to our 
hearth, alſo thatour ſeruaunts male or female 
hauc intereſt in our hearth, and thereupon (as
